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ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

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ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


The planning area is in St. Charles County. The geography of this area is defined 
by Interstate 70, the Missouri River to the east and the Mississippi River to the 
north. 


It is made up of parishes from the eastern part of St. Charles deanery. There are 
8 territorial parishes and 5 elementary schools. Currently there are 12 diocesan 
priests assigned to this group. 


Clusters of church buildings are mostly within five miles. St. Francis of Assisi is 15 
miles from the nearest parish. 


OUR PLANNING AREA EXPERIENCED A POPULATION 
INCREASE, BUT THE AREA IS AGING 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census up 6% from 2010. 


The population 55 or older increasing from 19% in 2000 to 30% in 2020. 


2096 of the population is registered Catholic, which is higher than the Diocesan 
average of 1896. 


Median household income in the area is $71,758, which is above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLINING 


The five elementary schools in this planning area have 1,037 children enrolled in 
Catholic elementary schools, down 15% from 5 years ago. Three schools have under 
200 students. 


The four schools in the planning area other than Seton Regional School all have more 
than 6096 of their students living outside of the parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in the 
planning area is 1,082. 


There are 778 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 2996 from 5 years earlier.

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ABOUT OUR PARISH 


* St. Peter is an historic parish established in 1850 to serve 
German speaking Catholics in St. Charles. St. Charles 
Borromeo parish had been established in 1792 continued to 
serve English speaking Catholics of St. Charles for over 100 
years after St. Peter was founded. When Archbishop Ritter 
reorganized the German/English parishes of the diocese 
including the parishes in St. Charles, St. Peter parish 
received the southern part of St. Charles and St. Charles 
Borromeo received the northern part. However, as new 
parishes were founded, the territory was taken from St. Peter 
so that the boundaries are very small and most of St. Peter 
parishioners live outside the boundaries. 


* The parish school closed in 2017 and joined St. Elizabeth/Sr. 
Robert Regional school, which was rebranded as Seton 
Regional Catholic. The parish retains a very large pre-school 
called St. Peter Early Learning Center which enrolls infants 
through PreK-4. 


* The parish has 1025 households. The church was built in 
1861 and seats 600. The parish operates its own cemetery. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


* The parish area is not the parish. Most parishioners come from outside the 
parish area. This is in effect a personal parish. 


* The parish is aging as baptisms and children in religious formation are 
declining. 


* Parish financials are solid as offertory is stable, the closing of the school has 
reduced subsidies and reserves are growing. 


OUR PARISH AREA DOES NOT REPRESENT WHO THE 
PARISH IS 


e Effectively, a personal parish, few parishioners live in the boundaries 
and few Catholics in the boundaries are parishioners. 


* The parish territory has one of the largest concentrations of Hispanics 
in the diocese, but those Hispanics worship at St. Charles Borromeo. 


* The parish area is the poorest of St. Charles parishes and the area is 
transient as: 
• 45% of households are a single person living alone 
e 5096 of households are renters 


e Median household income is $44,400 which is well below the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700. 


* 17% of the resident population is Catholic which is just below the 


archdiocesan average of 18%.

This is effectively a personal parish, as only 
1896 of parishioner households live in the 
boundaries with more parishioner 
households coming from St. Charles 
Borromeo and from St. Robert Bellarmine 
territories than in St. Peter territory.
